As you were made aware, the trigger to 
your phone call the other day caught me wholly by surprise 
... but my copy of the Colonial News Letter has now come.

The Vermont sheet rumor, as best I can 
recall, surfaced in chatter with someone in NYC, either 
a professional, or more likely a fellow attendee at some 
auction.

saying it, so I cannot attribute it. I do remember at 
the time of writing the little essay speculating on whether 
mention of the rumor was a disservice to anyone and the 
subject, but concluding that it might smoke the matter out.

Let down recently over what seemed an 
exciting possibility, namely the suggestion by a caption 
under a drawing of two gents in a mint that the Vermont

Historical Society had Reuben Harmon's dies and money 
scales in its collections. The book was "The Vermont 
Story" by Earle Newton, who was the VHS Director at the 
time of writing the book, and so should have had every 
opportunity to know whereof he spoke. I flew to the 
phone, but alas it turns out that the moneyscale belonged 
to Vermont's second Treasurer (the Mattox who signs fiscal 
paper with a Tinmouth, Vermont, address back in the l?80s) 
and the dies were definitely of something else. The 
current Acting Director checked accession lists and 
verified physically ... so that is that. 

As a matter of interest, he gave it as his 
understanding that the dies were the only extant set 
of revenue stamp dies for 1799 , as I recall it, that 
the U.S. furnished to states back then. 

Thank you for your comments on metal flow lines 
and "field radials" and "die stress" and all that.
